Whereas for several years last past the town of Concord, 
on the fourth of July and at other times, has been 
disturbed by riots and disturbances by the assembling of 
numerous unknown individuals, and the lives and prop- 
erty of our good citizens exposed and greatly endanger- 
ed—therefore, 


Resolved, 'That Isaac Rsctorsers Abraham Bean, Josiah 
K. Lock, Heman Sanborn, Jacob A. Potter, John L. Tal- 
lant, Amos Bean, Jonathan A. Palmer, Charles P. Blanch- 
ard, Rufus D. Scales, Harry Houston, Joseph Eastman, Jr., 
John P. Gass, Joseph Low, Nathaniel B. Baker, Albert 
Webster, Moses Ordway, Seth Eastman, Samuel Clifford, 
Charles Graham, Nathan Call, John Pettengill, Richard

Of the Superintending School Committee for the year end- 
ing March, 1843. 


The Superintending Committee of Schools in Concord, hav- 
ing attended to the duties assigned them, respectfully 
present to the town the following 


REPORT. 


SUMMER SCHOOLS. 


Summer schools were kept, as usual, in the several dis- 
tricts, by females; which, as will appear from the annexed 
table, were attended by 897 scholars. The number of 
weeks kept was 302, making an average to each school of 
about 14 weeks. 


WINTER SCHOOLS. 


Schools were kept in all the districts, mostly by male 
teachers, during the fall and winter. ‘The subjoined table 
will give the number of weeks kept, and of scholars in 
each school. ‘The total number of scholars is 1165, and 
of weeks kept 294—or, an average of 14 to each school. 

The committee are happy to be able to state that, with 
few exceptions, the teachers in our several schools have 
been well qualified for their work, and under their instruc- 
tion good improvement has been made by the scholars in 
the various branches of study. In district No. 13a teacher 
was engaged, and commenced the school, without being 
examined by the committee : but proved to be incompetent 
either to teach or govern the school, and was consequently 
dismissed by the district after keeping about six weeks: 
also, in district No. 15, the school was commenced by a 
teacher without a certificate from the committee; and he 
likewise proved to be incompetent, and was dismissed in 
two weeks. In view of these cases the committee would 
remind their fellow-citizens, and particularly the district 
agents, that the law expressly declares that ‘no person shall 
be employed as a school-master in any of the schools in 
this state, unless he ‘shall .produce a certificate from the 
superintending school committee of the town where such 
school shall be kept; and also, from some person of liberal 
education, literary pursuits and good moral character, that 
he is well qualified to instruct youth in the various sounds 
and powers of the letters in the English language, reading, 
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writing, English grammar, arithmetic, geography, and such 
other branches of education as may be proper to be taught 
in an English school: and also a certificate from the select- 
men of the town where he belongs, of good moral charac- 
ter.’ And further, the Jaw declares that ‘no person who 
shall teach any school, without producing the requisite 
certificates to the district committee, prior to commencing 
the school, shall have or receive any thing for his services ; 
but shall be forever barred from recovering the same.’ 
Although the superintending committee may sometimes 
misjudge, and give a certificate to an unqualified person, 
yet experience proves that the provisions of the law are 
wise and salutary; and that a person who neglects or re- 
fuses to be examined, furnishes presumptive evidence that 
he is not qualified. 

The committee beg leave to call attention to the state of 
the schools in districts Nos. 3, 9, 10 and 11. The number 
of scholars in attendance in district No. 3, in the winter 
term, was 78. Though, under the instruction of an able 
and efficient teacher they appeared well on examination, 
yet they were so crowded together as to be seriously in- 
commoded, and their health endangered from a stifled and 
infected atmosphere. The school-house is also out of repair, 
and there appeared to the committee an urgent necessity 
of providing a house more spacious, or of dividing the 
district so as better to accommodate the scholars. 

In districts Nos. 9°and 10 the evils above referred to are 
still greater. The school-houses in both these districts are 
divided by thin partitions, and two departments kept both 
summer and winter. The number of scholars actually 
attending school in district No. 9 was 124: but the space 
in both apartments is not sufficient for the comfortable ac- 
commodation of more than half that number. In the 
centre district of the village, No. 10, there are not less 
than 400 scholars. But the school-house being altogether 
too small for their accommodation, branch schools have 
been kept during the warm season, in hired rooms, in two 
other places. Although the inconvenience is less in district 
No. 11, yet there the winter school has been excessively 
crowded. So great has been the increase of scholars in 
these three districts within a few years, that, besides the 
large number that attend public schools, there are not less 
than seven private schools, besides the academy, taught 
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nearly the year round. Adequate provision for the educa- 
tion of this large number of children and youth re- 
quires, either the enlargement of the present school-houses 
or the erection of at least two new ones; or some other 
arrangement that will allow scholars of certain age and 
attainments to go into a school where they may be taught 
to better advantage the higher branches of an English ed- 
ucation. 


Though it is not the duty of your committee to propose 
any specific plan, yet the importance of the subject, and 
their interest in it in common with their fellow citizens, 
will justify two or three suggestions. According to the 
present arrangement of our schoo! system it is impossible 
to raise the standard of education ; but parents who desire 
to have their children taught any thing more than the ele- 
mentary branches must be at the expense of doing it in 
private schools, in addition to their school tax. Though 
a few families may be able and willing to do this, yet to 
the great majority it is impossible: but in education every 
advantage which the state can give ought to be equally 
open to all. Here, not less certainly than in religion, the 
rich and the poor should meet together. When we reflect 
on the value of a good education to all classes of society ; 
on the elevation it gives to character; on the capacity it 
confers to pursue, more skillfully and successfully, the va- 
rious branches of business, and on the great truth that the 
basis and support of our free institutions are the intelli- 
gence and virtue of the people, we cannot too strongly 
feel the importance of giving to all our youth, who are 
disposed, an opportunity to acquire a more complete edu- 
cation than our present system allows. 


The plan which has been successfully adopted in other 
places similarly situated, is to establish a school in which 
the higher English branches shall be taught, open equally 
to all scholars who have made certain attainments in study, 
and arrived at a certain age. Such a school, taught by a 
competent instructor, would tend to raise the standard of 
study in the other schools, which might be considered as 
branches of it, and from which all its scholars were to be 
drawn, and it would effectually relieve on the one hand the 
expensive burden of private schools, and on the other the 
regret and complaint of many families, that they cannot 
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give their children advantages for education equal to the 
more wealthy. com 

A school on the plan here suggested might be so arranged 
in classes as to accommodate any number of scholars from 
50 to 150, without increasing the expense beyond that of 
the present system. The plan itself is adapted to.any large 
district, and especially to two or more so contiguously, sit- 
uated as that they could conveniently unite.in the arrange- 
ment. 

In conclusion, the committee are happy to state that 
the morals of the scholars in every part of the town are 
favorably reported. One case of insubordination occurred 
in district No. 10, which resulted in the expulsion of the 
scholar from school; and also one in district No.9. The 
religious interest which has pervaded the town during a 
portion of the year has not retarded the progress of the 
scholars, but in general evidently conduced to their good 
order, subordination and mental improvement.

REPORT ON BRIDGES. 


The Committee, appointed at the last annual meeting, to take 
into consideration the subject of Free Bridges across Mer- 
rimack river, in the town of Concord, make the following 


REPORT. 


Your Committee entered upon the duty assigned them 
with the belief that the subject is one of material import- 
ance to the town. ‘They believe the future prosperity of 
the town depends very much upon the wisdom and pru- 
dence of the measures which shall be adopted in relation 
to it. And we fear there is too much cause for anxious so- 
licitude for the result of this matter. 

There are, it is well known, four bridges across said river 
within the limits of the town. One of them is now a 
charge upon the town, and several hundred dollars have 
been drawn from the treasury the past year to pay for re- 
pairs upon it, and a much larger sum will doubtless soon 
be needed for this object. Should the remaining three be 
thrown upon the town, (and to say the least, we have no se- 
curity against such an event,) the result must be an amount 
of taxes which cannot fail to be highly prejudicial to the 
welfare of the town. 

The question here naturally arises, Is this drawback 
upon our future prospects an unavoidable evil, growing out 
of our local situation, or is it only the offspring of that sel- 
fish principle in mankind, which sometimes seeks to throw 
the burthen upon any one who can be made to bear it. If 
the former be true, then we have only to make the best of 
our case, and submit in silence. If the latter, then we have 
little to hope for from patiently enduring an evil which 
will not be likely to work its own cure, but rather gain 
strength by delay. In this case, doubtless, according to 
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the old maxim, “an ounce of prevention will be found to 
be worth more than a pound of cure.”’ Our system of free 
roads is founded upon the principle of mutual accommo- 
dation. For example: If the town of Concord maintains 
thirty miles of roads, and give the free use of them to the 
public, we expect and receive the like accommodation of 
roads when we go into other towns. But this reciprocal 
principle is not, and cannot be acted upon in the case of 
bridges across such rivers as the Hudson, the Connecticut 
and the Merrimack; and no good reason exists why the 
towns which happen to lie upon the banks of those streams 
should furnish the means of crossing them to all the inter- 
mediate population, while no similar benefit is or can be 
made in return. Still less is there reason why the town of 
Concord should be made an exception to this general rule 
which prevails on all those rivers. 

Your Committee have deemed it no part of their duty to 
inquire how many bridges the public convenience requires 
across said river in this town, nor precisely where they 
ought to be located. ‘This may be, and doubtless is a mat- 
ter of interest to individuals and to particular sections of 
the town; but the town, as a whole, is only interested to 
know how the expense of these bridges is to be defrayed. 
In the opinion of your committee this is properly done by 
a toll. | 

This practice we believe has prevailed, with one or two 

exceptions, in this and all the neighboring states, in all past 

time. One of these exceptions is in the case of Warren 
bridge, across Charles River. And the return by the leg- 
islature of Massachusetts to this method of supporting that 
bridge, after thousands of dollars had been spent in the in- 
vestigation of the principle, is very conclusive evidence that 
the practice is founded in wisdom and justice. 

It is proper to remark, however, that the toll should be 
limited to the expenses of the bridge, and never be a profit 
on the investment. But if these bridges are not to afford 
a profit on the cost of their construction and support, how, 
it may be asked, are they to be kept in existence, unless 
they are maintained by the towns in which they are located? 

. since it is not to expected that individuals will be at the 
trouble of these bridges without the hope of getting a pro- 
fit from them? We answer, that in view of all the cir- 
cumstances connected with the case of this town, your com-

mittee recommend that the town petition the legislature to 
grant them the right to construct or purchase so many 
bridges across said river, within the limits of the town, as 
the public convenience may require, and to put a toll upon 
them sufficient to pay the interest on the cost of their con- 
struction and the expense of keeping them in repair.

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in said town, as they now own or may hereafter own, as 
will pay the interest on the first cost of such bridge or 
bridges, and defray all subsequent expenses of keeping the 
same in repair. 

Voted, 'That the selectmen be authorized to cause a 
suitable house for Engine No. 5 to be erected, and also to 
make all necessary repairs on said engine. 


Voted, That the subject of appropriating money for 
ringing the bells and for repairing and winding up the town 
clock, be referred to the selectmen. 


Voted, That Gilman Cutting be paid the sum of $13.25 
for winding up the town clock the year past.
